IN THE CLAIMS: 

Claims 15-25 and 31 have been cancelled. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
applicants claim a method for preparing halogenated benzonitriles which 
comprises reacting halogenated Ci- 6 alkyl benzenes by vapor phase 
ammoxidation. The novel feature of the process resides in the use of water 
vapor in the presence of the process catalyst at the stipulated temperature. The 
use of the water vapor affect "the ratio of Bronsted to Lewis acid sites" etc, as 
stated in the specification. Note Tables 3 and 4. Such features are neither 
taught nor anticipated by the prior art of record, which teaches ammoxidation 
without the use of water vapor.
